IMMENSE CROWDS IN LONDON, 


‘Exercises at the Nelson Column and 
Services in Churches—Wreath 
from Admiral Togo. 


— 

LONDON, Oct. 21. -In every part of 
the British Empire to-day and wherever 
British man-of-war floats, the one 
hundredth enniversary of Nelson's vie- 
tory at Trafalgar over the combined 
fiects of France and Spain was cole- 
prated. 

Of all the ships of the navy at a given 
jour flags were dipped, while the bands 

yed the Dead March.” Nelson's old 
flagehip, the Victory, still lying in Ports- 
mouth harbor, was decked from stem to 
stern with bunting, and thousands of, 
electric lights were strung for the night | 
muminatlon of the old battleship. It was 
proposed to illuminate the Nelson Monu- 
ment in Trafalgar Square, here, but 
fearing a tremendous crush of people and 
accidents, the authorities forbade it. 

In London the day's celebration began 
with the hoisting of national flags on tho 
Nelson Column. Immense crowds as- 
pembled, and when Nelson's famous sig- 
nal, “England expects this day that 
every man shall do his duty,” was un- 
furied, a mighty cheer went up. 

The day was cold and threateneing, but 
this did not deter the people from coming 
out to participate in the celebration. 
Trafalgar Square, which was elaborately 
decorated, was naturally the centre to 
which all converged, and much ‘Interest 
was monifested in the thousands of 
wreaths from the colonies, provinces, and 
various cities of the empire which were 
piled in immense masses at the base of 
the Nelson Column. Among the erte, 
ates was a wreath inscribed: 

“To the Memory of the Gallant Dead 
of France and Spain Who Lost Their 
Lives in the Great Conflict.“ 

The column itself was covered with 
laurel streamers stretching from the top 
of the statue to the base. 

The boys of the Naval Brigade arrived 
from Portsmouth in the morning, and 
after saluting the column placed on it a 
wreath from Admiral Togo. 

The Navy League took charge of the 
celebrations in the afternoon, and be- 
sides the exercises at Trafalgar Square, 
similar ceremonies were held simulta- 
neously under the league's auspices 
throughout the country. They consisted 
ef special prayers and the singing of 
Kipling's Recesslonal and the National 
Anthem. In Trafalgar Square the Na- 
tional Anthem was played by 
bands, while the crowds which filled 
every corner of the big space somed in 
the singing. 

Services which were all largely at- 
tended were held simultaneously in St.

selves, the most prevalent being tubercu- 
The extent to which tuberculosis 
exists in cows is shown by the following:

A number of artists have determined 
to find out whether the tax on impor- 
tations of objects of the fine arts, 
which was placed in the tariff without 
consulting the painters, sculptors, and 
architects of the country, cannot be re- 
moved.

Father Ropricves, astronomer 
charge of the observatory at the Va

» through which vast fountains of 
8 incandescent hydrogen are 
projected into space, to be drawn back 
again by gravitation. The attraction 
of Bravitation beihg about 27 times 
greater on the sun than on the earth, | to 
a gas is there 27 times heavier than 
here. This assists in the compre- 
hension of the eruptive forces capable 
of projecting volumes of gases against 

an attraction Yor distances equal 
to a fourth of the solar diameter, or, 
say, 215,000 miles, supported by clouds

That sun spots are not wholly ac- 
cidents is . evidenced by their peri- 
odicity, in. obvious obedience to some 
law which can only be inferred 
from the fact that observations be- 
gun by and tabulated dy 
Schwann and Wor, have shown 
conclusively: that they occur in cy- 
cles with definite and accurately cal- 
culabte intervals. Of their relation to 
terrestrial phenomena, we have heard 
less in recent years than. would be in- 
teresting. Sir WII Henscust col- 
lected a mass of statistics tending to 
show that there was an intimate rela- 
‘tion between the number of sun spots’ 
end the price of breadatutis, pricts be- 


conctusion was timt the fewer the! 


sun spots, the more favorable the solar} 
radiation to the growth of crops. There 
is no reason to question that his ob- 
servations were accurate, but the on- 
Gusion he drew from them has not 
been sustained by tater studies of 
the statisticians. Profs. -LOvERING 
and Loomis conducted researches tend- 
ing to show that after each period ot 
numerous and exceptional sun spots, 
but not coinciding with them except 
in the relation of effect to possible 
cause, there has been a marked in- 
crease in terrestrial fertility; so that 
while it is true that numerous sun 
spots and high prices for corn” may 
coincide, the reason that low prices 


and few sun spots coincide is because 


the productiveness of the earth has 
been q uickened by impulses which con- 
tinue’ through a of 
years. 

- Speculations of this kind were very 
attractive to the astronomical. mathe- 
maticians up to about 1870, when they 
seemed to lose interest, We do not 
remember to have seen ‘any authori- 
tative figures on the subject. since those 
compiled by Prof. appeared 
some twenty years ago. During this 
thterval we have had several periods 
of increased and diminished sun spot 
occurrence, very accurately observed, 
‘and corn and its associated 
grains are easily procurable. It would, 


however, scarcely repay a layman to 


undertake this investigation, and the 
fact that the speculative astronomers 
are ‘neglecting it warrants the conclu- 
sion that the coincidences between solar 
and terrestrial phenomena are less ob- 
vious than they appeared to be when

A new element in steeplechasing appears 
in the entries td the stakes of the United 
Hunts Racing Association at Morris Park 
of a stable made up entirely of English 
and Irish cross-country horses, schooled 
and trained according to the steeplechase 
methods of British trainers and nom- 
inated in the name of the Brownleigh 
Park Stable. The owner is J. High Brown, 
a Long Island cross-country racine en- 
thusiast, who, intending to enter steeple- 
chase racing, decided that he~could se- 
cure better material abroad than he could 
get in this country, and who accordingly 
sent an agent to England, and so ap- 
pears for the Fall racing with a ready- 
made stable of foreign horses. 

Mr. Brown, who has entered into turf 
sport with a determination to stick to it, 
has gone further than merely buying a 
stable of jumpers, for he also has bought 
a farm in New Jersey, close to R. H. Mc- 
Carter Potter's Pequest Stud, where. he 
intends to breed thoroughbred and half- A. 
| bred horses for the one purpose of stee- 
plechasing, as a deviation from the gen- 
eral plan in this country of schooling 
broken-down Gr incapable flat racers for 
cross-country: sport. Mr. Brown, in buy- 
ing his English jumpers, is renewing the

B. F. Clyde of the 
Goushacres Stable ten years ago, when 
Mr. Clyde brought to the United States a 
select stable of imported jumpers, most 
ot them from Ireland. and raced them 
first at a meeting conducted. by the Na- 
tional Steeplechase and Hunt Associa-.

A Mind Tireless of the Acquisi- 
tion of Knowledge, No Man 
in New York Has a More 
Practical or Profound Insight 
into Public Affairs Why 
He Has Surrendered the 
Enjoyment of His Library 
for the Strenuous Activity 
of a Political Campaign. 


O ONE would say of Wiliam M. Ivins, as was 
said of Whewell, that “ science is his forte and 
omniscience his foible,“ for Mr. Ivins has never 
distinguished himself in science. But although 
che is not now omniscient, he would be if his 

life could be sufficiently prolonged, for I doubt if a 
man more avid of knowledge, of all sorts of knowl- 
edge, ‘has lived since Buckle and Macaulay. The 
mere touch of his mind upon a subject of real human 


interest begets in him a desire to know all about it. 


The chanoe of a Summer's holiday once directed 
his attention to field flowers and plants. A tele- 
graphic order to his bookseller brought him the. 
needed text book and treatises, and in a period of 
time which a slower mind would have wholly occu- 
pied in a mere beginning of study, he had made him- 
self a botanist of really solid acquirements, with a 


good knowledge of the flora of the vicinity. 


An evening's conversation happening to turn upon 


tune subject of biology, there was talk of the cell and 


its nature—enough to arouse the sleepless curiosity 


: of Mr. Ivins. Again the books and treatises were 


commanded to attend him. He works a book hard, 
but its toil is soon over, and his wonderful memory 
serves him so well that the repose of the volume is 
thereafter little likely to be disturbed. The cell with 


all its story was quickly brought within his sphere 


The modern languages are his intellectual delight 
and his tools of trade. He has a working knowledge 
of half a dozen modern tongues and needs it, for the 
engagements of his international practice call him

and took his office so seriously that he made himself 
master of military law.

HEN the Society for Ethical Cul- 
ture gathers this morning in Car- 
negie Hall it will have passed its 
three decades of organization. 
Thirty years of ethical cultiure in 

Ne York means thirty years of ethical 
é@ulture in the United States and in Eu- 
rope, for this movement originated in 


America. It began in the Centennial year 


of 1876, and the spirit of patriotism then 
firing #0 many ac‘ivities gave its color to 
this religion also in which the ethical fac- 
is the basic principle. Thus was ful- 
Emerson's prophecy of a new ethi- 
eal religion and ethical church in Amer- 
ica.” 

The Bociety for Ethicalj Culture in New 
York, soon to erect a fine church bufid- 
ing adjoining the School for Ethical Cul- 
ture, Central Park West, 
concrete example of the fulftliment, Chi- 
cago, Philadelphia, and St. Louis follow- 
ing closely in importance. Each of these 
societies will be represented in the Inter- 


national Congress for Ethical Culture to 


be held in London next Summe. 

The speaker before the New York s0- 
elety this morning, the opening session

stand for the hold ethical culture, so 
defined, has taken on the world. Lacking 
sensational features, being concerned only 
with two final purposes—self-development

creed as a necessity, ethical culture is 
remarkable as much for the wide intelli- 
gence and common sense of its members 
as for their number. Yet the idea of 
beauty as existent in morality confers on 
this reasonable faith more vividness of 
attraction than is commonly understood 
by the layman. And its supporters are as 
frequently found among the so-called un- 
intellectual and unschooled as among the 
highly educated. 

Dr. Adler is one of those continually oc- 
cupied men who yet seem always to have 
time to do the extra thing desired of 
them. A professor in Columbia, a teacher 
in the Ethical Culture School, the work- 
ing leader of the Hthical Culture Society, 
a man of the most diversified interests, he 
is yet not in a hurry. He took time to 
give some of his own deductions about the 
movement so primarily his own.

The American writer of fiction knows 
his public, and caters to its taste with 
tact as well as industry. | 

This is an Autumn of many new 
novels by Americans, of few that will 
help their authors to lasting fame, to 
be sure, but of few, as it seems, that 
are not distinguished by capable work- 
manship and an understanding of the 
story teller’s province. The batch of 
ten new native novels, herewith de- 
ecribed, fitly represents the whole. 
These are all good stories expertly told; 
they belong to all the varied depart- 
ments of modern fiction, for the his- 
torical and romantic, the “timely” 
subject, such as motoring; the story of 
the greed of wealth and power in con- 
temporaneous life, are all here, as well 
as the tale of mystery, the love story 
pure and simple, and the narrative of 
rural life, lightened by rustic humor, 
dignified by homely philosophy. 

None is a masterwork; none is dull 


‘and hard to read. The faults of the 


typical American novelist are haste

The Zemstvo Congress at Moscow 


Impressions of 

Moscow, Sept. 27. 
HE Zemstvo Congress in Moscow 
was a private meeting, not by wish 
of the members, but by order of 
the Government, and, although the 
results of the deliberations have 
been published, few have any idea of the 
scene which was enacted. There were 
present a small band of Russian. journal- 


- istsand their labors were for the most 


part in vain owing to. the activity of the 
press censor’s blue pe five Eng- 
lishmen, among whom the writer was 
privileged to be included. The only other 
outsider was an intrepid photographer, 
who when the Congress last met was ar- 
rested by the police when the ‘Meeting was 
disbanded by force. On the present oc- 
casion his vocation was more peaceful.

WILLEM MENGELBERG. 


The Philharmonic’s First Conductor 
—Miss Otie Chew, the Violinist. 


Willem Mengelberg, who is to conduct 
the first public rehearsal and concert of 
the Philharmonic Society at Carnegie 
Hall on Nov. 10 and 11, will arrive in this 
country in time to have ten days of re- 
hearsal with the orchestra. Otie Chew, 
the young English -viojinist, who makes 
her first appearance in this country at 
these concerts, will be a passenger on the 
Kaiser Wilhelm, due on Oct. 31. 

Willem Mengelberg has been much in 
the public eye because of the successes 
which he has won at home and in Lon- 
don with his organization, known by the 
name of the Concertgebouw,“ Orchestra 
of Amsterdam. The name preserves the 
origin of this band. Until twenty-five 
years ago Amsterdam was in regular en- 
joyment of popular and symphony con- 
certs at a hall in the public park. In 
1881 the park buildings were remodeled, 
resulting in the destruction of the music 
room. The park orchestra went out of 
existemce, much to the regret of music 
lovers. In 1888 a small coterle of men 
of wealth and culture built a music hall 
( Concertgebouw,” that is,.concert build- 
ing.) and called W. Kes to organize an 
orchestra and series of concerts. 

The first year’s deficit amounted to $15,- 
000. But the enterprise was persisted in, 
and when Herr Kes retired from the con- 
ductorship*in 1895, the Concertgebouw Or- 
chestra was on a good footing. He was

a son of a chureh architect and sculptor 
now living in Cologne. Willem Mengel- 
berg was born in Utrecht on May 28, 
1871. He attended the music school in 
his native town until 1888, when he en- 
tered the Cologne Conservatory.

BOSTON SYMPHONY ee 


The Beginning of Its First Quarter 
_Century—Its Start in New Vork. 


As the coming season marks the end of 
the first quarter century in the history of 
the Boston Symphony Orchestra, so it 
will be the twentieth in which that or- 
ganization has given concerts in New 
York, for it was not until the orchestra 
was five years old that its first concert 
was given in Steinway Hall. Then, as 
now, Mr. Gericke was the conductor, but 
conditions were very different. Concert- 
goers who attend the Boston Symphony 
concerts in Carnegie Hall have difficulty 
in realizing what a long, hard fight it was 
to build up the splendid patronage that is 
now found in New York, a work of the 
better part of the nineteen years that it 
has visited this city. The growth was 
always sure, but at first very slow. Stein- 
way Hall was deserted for Chickering, 
and Chickering in turn gave way to the 
Metropolitan Opera House, and finally, 
seven years ago, the orchestra moved to 
Carnegie Hall and doubled the number of 


its New York concerts, giving five Satur- 


day matinées in addition to its five Thure- 
day evening concerts. 

This move was greeted at the time with 
much skepticism, but its wisdom was 
demonstrated from the beginning. Since 
the season of 1899-1900, when ten con- 
certs were given for the first time, the 
patronage ‘has steadily and rapidly in- 
creased, until last season it was rare that 
Carnegie Hall was not filled to its utmost: 
capacity. 

What was true last year will be true 
this. The renewals of subscriptions which 
has been going on for the last few weeks 
is larger than ever before, and the pros- 
pects for a large season sale were never 
so good as they are now. This season 
sale for new subscribers opens to-morrow 
morning at the Carnegie Hall box office, 
Luckhardt & Belder's, 10 Bast Seven- 
The prices 
will be the same as last year, $7.50, $6, $5, 
and $3, with boxes at $50 and $40. 

The dates of the concerts are as fol- 
lows: Thursday evenings, Nov. 9, Dec. 7, 
Jan. 11, Feb. 15, and March 15, and Sate 
urday afternoons, Nov. 11, Dec. 9, Jan“ 13, 
Feb. 17, and March 17.

STRAUSS'S OPERA, “ SALOME.” 


BERLIN, Oct. 12.—Musicians well in- 
formed rt that Richard Strauss's new 
Opera., Salome,“ to be given for the first 
time at Dresden on Nov. 22, will be one 
of the most interesting features of this 
year’s opera season. An advance piano 
score of the work has just been pub- 
lished, not intended for the public, but 
only for the use of the artists who are 
to take part in the performance. In his 
text Strauss has followed word for word 
the original play of Oscar Wilde. He 
has made no important changes, altering 
only the figure of the Roman Ambassad 
Tigellinus.. Strauss's idea of translat 
Wilde's work into music will be followed 
by considerable discussion, It is said by 
those who have seen the music of the 
new opera that the composer has attempt- 
ed to reproduce the interesting and in- 
toxicating brilliancy of lide’s words. 
Ears, however, used to diatonic sounds 
undoubtedly will be tortured dy an abun- 
dance of disharmonies, and moral fanat- 
ies will fume at the immorality and per- 
versity of the music. Those on the in- 
side speak mysteriously of “an entirely 
new cult of the erotic, the declamatory 
power of St. John's speeches, of several 
maénificent and melodious passages in 
different scenes. An important part of 
the opera is still unavailable in the plano 
text, namely, the dance of Salome. 

The part of Salome will be impersonated

Burrian, that of John by Herr Perron. 
These artists ought to be able to do full 
justice to their parts, so that Strauss

INSTITUTE OF MUSICAL ART. 


The Institute of Musical Art, which 
opened ite doors for the first time this 
month, is in a way a public institution. 
It is the only largely endo school of 
music in this country, and there are few 
in the world that have been so liberally

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HE New York College of Music, the 

largest musical college in the’ city, 
+ began its twenty-elghth year on 
Oct. 12, It is situated at 128 East Fifty- 
eighth Street. Two years ago this col- 
lege united with the New York German 
Conservatory, and they are now conduct- 
ed by the same Board of Directors, com- 
posed of Carl Hein and August Fraemcke.

Loeb & Co. has established an endow- 
ment for it of $500,000, known as the 
Betty Loeb Endowment Fund. In addi- 
tion the Trustees have secured from other 
sources subscriptions of $4,000 a year for 
a number of years. The institute is thus 
made independent financially, and is en- 
abled to set a rigid standard for the de- 
velopment of its pupils, to which they 
must conform. Thoroughness of prepara- 
tion and the most dignified artistic aims 
are upheld in it. The Faculty is com- 
posed of some of the most eminent teach- 
ers and performers. in their several 
branches. 

The school, as has been widely made 
known, occupies the histortc old Lenox 
mansion once occupied by the founder 
of the Lenox Library, at Fifth Avenue 
and Twelfth Street. It is now the prop- 
erty of Thomas F. Ryan, the street rail- 
road magnate. This was a large, old- 
fashioned residence, and it has been con- 
siderably altered inside to suit its new 
purpose. The former library in which 
Mr. Lenox kept his literary treasures has 
been transformed into a concert mae that 
seats over 500 persons. 

An almost unlimited number of pupils 
can be accommodated. Thirty-four rooms 
are now available for teaching. In addi- 
tion there is a large kitchen in use, and 
luncheon is served every day for those 
who desire it. The library of music and 
musical literature is very large and com- 
prehensive, and will be an important part 
of the equipment. The Director of the 
Institute is Dr. Frank Damrosch, who has 
been largely responsible for the creation 
of the whole enterprise. He has secured 
a large Faculty, which includes many well- 
known names. Among them are Mr. 
Franz Kneisel, Mr. Alwin Schroeder, Mr. 


Louis Svecenski, and Mr. Julius Theodor- 


owicz, who comprise the Kneisel Quartet, 


and win conduct the department of 


stringed instruments; Mme. Etelka Ger- 
ster, in her day one of the most famous 
of operatic sopranos, and Mr. Alfred 
Giraudet, from the Paris Conservatory.

The exact dates for these lectures 
have not been announced. Both the re- 
citals and the lectures are intended pri- 
marily for the students and their families, 
but they are also open to the public. They 
will all be held in the concert hall in the 
college building. It has been the custom 
of the college to have two opening con- 
certs each Fall. This year they will be 
held in Carnegie Hall on the evenings of 
Oct. 29 and Nov. 5. An orchestra will ap- 
pear at both and among those who will 
assist are Michael Banner, violin; Miss 
Elizabeth Schiller, soprano: August 
Fraemcke, piano, and William bann, 
‘cello. Tickets for these concerts can be 
secured free of charge at the college and 
at the leading music stores.

The American Institute of Applied Music,

the condition of an army with- 

out commander in chief and 
general staff, in which organiza- 

tion exists only at certain points 
having little connection one with an- 
other. Here and there a number of 
artists find each other through the 
natural affinity that comes from sim- 
lar experiences at art schools in Amer- 
ica or abroad, or through a deeper 
connection owing to similar views as 
to the right way of going about to pro- 
duce their work. But these groups do 
not extend their influence far, and, 


moreover, they seem quickly 
. the limite of their action. It > pee oc- 


ours that they lose some of their 


strongest men, who break away from 


the society. in disgust’ and flock by 
themselves in a still smaller nucleus 
which possesses neither the numbers 
that carry weight nor the executive 
minds that know how to accomplish

The entry of President Roosevelt into the 

much-discussed matter of football brutal- 

ity and his calling together for confer- 
ence the football authorities of the lead- 
ing universities devoted to the sport indi- 
cate thag even with the Intercollegiate 

(association there is an absence of unity. 

Not only is this evident in football, which 

is the sport of the hour, but it is also 

clearly in view among the track athletes. 

Several of these recently overruled the de- 

cision of the Amateur Athletic Union, 

supposed to have authority and jurisdic- 
tion over them, and by applying to the 


Supreme Court forced their entry into 


championship games, and by so doing 
‘materially changed the result of these 
important competitions. 

Such a condition of affairs has long 
held the attention and study of those who 
were not only interested in but proud of 
the achievements of Americans in the 
line of sport. To many of these the re- 
cent interest shown by President Roose- 
velt, not only in the football matter but 
by becoming an officer of the great Pub- 
lic Schools Athletic League, an organiza- 
tion which bids fair to become National 
in its scope seems to have opened a 
way for the solution of this problem that 
is vexing all of the Americans to whom 
sport and all that pertains to it are of 


Vital importance. The suggestion of these 


interested sport-lovers is nothing less 
than a National Board of Review, which 
will include within its scope and juris- 
diction absolute power over all sports and 


_ pastimes. It will be the court of final. 


resort in this country, and there will be 
no appeal from its decision.

Not 
so instructive to the serious student as 
a number of small exhibitions scattered 
through the Winter might prove, it 
would be more practical and educative 
to the general public, because only by 
this means can wider circles be reached. 
What's the use of a hundred art 
shows, scarcely visited at all save by 
the exhibitors, their friends, and a few 
outsiders, when comparison is made 
with the crowds that visit such a com- 
prehensive gathering of work as the 
Paris Salon? True it is, that these big 
collections necessarily contain much 
indifferent work.’ The majority of ob- 
jects shown are really painful to con- 
noisseurs; 
gems and the crowd can enjoy what 
the crowd understands. At any rate, 
art which is good up to a certain stand- 
ard is presented in a quantity which 
impresses the public and forces it to 
recognize at least the existence of art. 
In New York energy is frittered away 
by the various societies with their sev- 
eral appeals to the public—and the 
public ends by ignoring the very exist- 
‘ence of art.

Such conditioris might have passed 
with little comment while New York 
was still a provincial place, despite its 
commanding position with regard to 
the rest of the Union.

From those who are in a po- 
sition. to know, it is said that President 
Roosevelt would accept a place on such 
a board, feeling that because of its un- 
limited power it could work greatly fo 
the good and upbuilding of all that is t 
be desired in American athletics and 
sports, Naturally on such a board the 
Important colleges and universities must 
have a place, because in them the effort 
is made to keep sport upon a high and 
dignified plane. President Hadley of 
Yale, President Eliot of Harvard, and 
President Wilson of Princeton form a 
triumvirate that is closely in touch with 
sport, and because of their relation to the 
universities would be unbiased in the 
rendering of decisions;

Of course, should it be impracticable for 
any of these gentlemen to accept places 
on the National board, there are still such 
representative men available as Jullan 
Curtis, who has always stood for all that 
is clean and good in athletic sports for 
Yale; George B. Morrison of Harvard, 


and H. L. Geyelin of thé University of 


Pennsylvania. For the Western repre- 


sentation President’ Harper of Chicago 


University becomes the most desired rep- 
resentative, with possibly the President 
of the University of Michigan. Going 
even further West and holding to the 
collegiate representation, the board would 
include the President of Leland Stanford 
University in California. The South 
would secure its representation through 
the head of the University of North Caro- 
lina, a university, by the way, which is 
proving to be a great factor in the de- 
velopment of all that is good in sports 
and pastimes in the South. Of course, 
Columbia University would receive its 
representation through President Butler. 
But it must be recognized that in no 
sense would it be proper or feasible to 
give the university athletes an unwieldy 
representation on such a National body 
in control of sport. There is much in 
sport to which the college man pays no 
attention whatever, or at the best but 
scant attention. The athletics rapidly 
growing in point of interest in this country 
find only a small fraction of devotees 
among college men.” Amang those who 
are closest in touch with this non-college 
element are James E. Sullivan, the sec- 
retary-treasurer of the Amateur Athletic 
Union; F. B. Pratt, Chairman of the 
Governing Committee of the Athletic 
League of the Young Men’s Christian As- 
sociation; Gen. George .W. Wingate, 
the President of the _Public Schools 
Athletic League; and Dr. Luther Halsey 
Gulick, who is also an officer of that 
organization.

How comes ‘it that our 
wise men do not perceive the ‘oppor- 
tunity New York has to grasp and by 
the expenditure judiciously of ample 
funds place this city for all reasonable 
time to come at the head of the fine 
and industrial arts on this side of the 
Atiantio? 

The answer may rhe sought in the ob- 
session of politics, which exhausts the 
energies and sterilizes the brains of the 
most active citizens, so that our tem- 
porary rulers have no time, even when 
they have inclination and training, to 
look after the best interests of the city 
in a farsighted way. The Metropol-

the markets with stocks and bonds 
and notes, in an endeavor to bolster up 
their faultily constructed fabrics, this 
year there has been utter absence of 
“such developments. The demands from 
the corporations formed heretofore 
have ceased, either because ineffi- 
clency in management has given way 
40 orderly and profitable conduct of 
their affairs, and here there might be 
cited the cases of the United States 
Steel Corporation, the Crucible Steel 


public Steel and Iron Company, or as a 
result of the pure abundance of busi- 
ness, so great in volume ‘that even 
badly handled concerns cannot fail to 
make money. Whatever the cause, the 
rasult has been the absence of at least 
one greut strain hitherto imposed on 
capital. Only one industrial of any 
pretension has been organized within 
the last six months, and that, the 
street car combination, is capitalized 
at some $55,000,000. Fresh bond issues 
have been in moderate volume, the 
most important, that of the Pennsyl- 
vania, calling for less than $80,000,000 
oe actual cash. It has been this cessa- 
tion of demands on the money supply 
that has allowed the banks to meet 
the unprecedented call from commerce 
and industry and the farms, and at the 
same time to assist in the financing of 
Japan's wants.

The Ger- 
man Bank made a better showing in its 
Weekly statement, and the Bank of 
England likewise reported an improved 
Position, and thereafter rates in Berlin 
steadily fell, while a more cheerful out- 
look prevailed in London, where bar 
bold began to decline. At the weeks 
end the markets abroad were firm and 
rather optimistic. The most interest- 
ing development locally bearing on the 
money position was the week’s extreme 
advance in sterling exchange, which on 
Friday sold at 4.8675, a rise of 1 cent 
in the pound over the quotation of the 
previous week, and of over 1% cents 
Within two weeks. The advance is due 
to the covering of finance bills, and, 
Possibly, in some degree to prepara- 
tions for the remittance of Japanese 
funds now on deposit here, although of 
“this there ts no certainty. The situe- 
tion in regard to finance bills is both 
interesting and important in its bear- 
ing on the future course of exchange, 
and therefore on the question of fur- 
ther gold imports, or the possibility of 
gold exports. The low discount rates 
abroad up to September and the moral 
certainty that here rates would work 
higher as harvest time drew near led 
to what now appears to have been a 
“Widespread drawing of long bills. espe- 
cially on London, for the purpose of 
Putting out the proceeds at the good 
interest rates in prospect.

It ts 
doubtful if this general rise in Euro- 
pean money rates was widely foreseen, 
but it has come, and foreign funds are 
being called home. This brings the 
drawers of the maturing bills into the 
exchange market to purchase for re- 
mittance, but another expectation, that | 
of a plentiful supply of cotton bills, has 
been disappointed, and the result has 
been the energetic bidding for the 
meagre supply of other bills, which has 
driven demand sterling steadily up to 
a point where gold export possibilities | 
are now as freely discussed as were im- 
ports recently. Factors which tend ‘to 
maintain rates well above import fig- 
ures are the evident disposition of cot- 
ton growers to hold their product back 
for higher figures than spinners 
abroad will pay, this tending to restrict 
the volume of cotton bills, upon which 
at this season the market always 
counts; the probability of remittances 
of Japanese funds now here, and the 
fact that three months’ bills were 

drawn so freely up to the September 
increase in English discount rates that 
demands from this source for covering 
purposes are expected to run on until 
close to the year’s end. Another in- 
fluence toward continued firmness and 
even exports as the ultimate develop- 
ment Hes in the financing of the Rus- 
sian loan. French demands on its 
London funds mignt result in an ex- 
change situation where gold would 
leave this city on a triangular op- 
eration. There are, at any rate, possi- 
bilities in the exchange position which 
cannot be neglected in the formation ot 
opinions on the money outlook. And 
on that the securities market depends.

The rafiroads of the country, according 
to the showing made in the annual re- 
ports that so far have come to hand, were 
able, generally to operate this 
past year to greater advantage than dur- 
ing the previous year. The great major- 
ity of roads show some reduction in the 
ratio between operating expenses and 
gross earnings, and in ‘some cases the 
decrease in this ratio has been very con- 
siderable. There are exceptions, of 
course, like the Atchison, which suffered 
seriously by floods, but as a whole the 
showing is a very good one. The operat- 
ing efficiency of a number of the more 
important railroads is shown in the fol- 
lowing table:

A striking feature of this record ts the 
great divergence in the amount of gross. 
earnings saved for net. In the whole 
list there is but one road that has been 
operated for less than half of its gross 
earnings. That is Great Northern, the 
character of whose management is such 
that there can be no suspicion that this 
favorable showing was brought about by 
too meagre charges for maintenance, The 
Great Northern last year saved all ft. 
49.26 per cent. of its gross earnings. This 
was a reduction of 2.15 per cent. in the 
percentage of operating cost to gross re- 
ceipts, compared with the previous year. 
The opposite extreme is found in Missourf, 
Kansas and Texas, whose cost of opera- 
tion amounted to 75 per cent. of its re- 
ceipts. 7 

The explanation of the Great Northern's 
showing lies in the fact that the great 
amount of work done on that road in the 
way of improvements during recent years 
enabled it to handle its traffic to very 
great advantage. The road’s increase in 
earnigs last year was 88,468,735, 
while its operating expenses increased 
by only $847,564. All ‘this increase in 
operdting cost represented increased ex- 
penditures for maintenance of way and 
equipment. The cost of conducting trans- 
portation—the actual cost of handling the 
road's traffic, in other words—was small- 
er lag year by $227,023, and this despite 
the fact that the road carried 3, 290, 600 
tons more freight than it had the previous 

year, 

The question of the relation between 
the increase in gross earnings and the in- 
crease in Operating expenses is an in- 
tresting one. What the record is for the 
roads covered in the table given above is 
indicated in the following figures:

Vander- 
bilt secured an apparent corner in the 
stock, but knowing the use Drew had 
made on another occasion of convertibles | 
he secured an injunction restraining the 
issue of further stocks then held for cer- 
tain bonds. Drew’s Executive Committee 
authorized an issue of $6,000,000 bonds 
for improvements, but as the stock into 
which these were convertible was in the 
hands of the Secretary, who had been 
enjoined from issuing it, the problem was 
to get the shares. The Secretary sent the 
shares by messenger to the transfer of- 
fice on Pine Street, but the messenger

AMERICAN FINANCE. 


Are European Investors Scared ? 

Whether recent scandals have unsettled 
European opinions of American finance 
and scared investors is a question which 
is just now agitating business circles in 
the United States. 

Prominent’ Americans landing in New 
York are, says our New York correspond- 
ent, bringing back disquieting accounts 
about their country’s financial reputation 
in Europe. Mr, Hamilton W. Mabie, a 
prominent figure in New York social po 
literary circles, says it may be years be- 
fore confidence is restored abroad in 
American financial institutions, and that 
“doubts are being cast, quite unjustly, 
by non-discriminating foreigners who read 
nothing but garbled accounts of strange 
financial jusslings.“ 

Bishop David H. Greer has just deliv- 
ered a startling address to the conven- 


tion of the Protestant Episcopal Diocese 


of New York, in which he declared that 
the colossal proportions which “grafting "’ 
has now reached among rich and promi- 
nent Americans is a menace to the coun- 
try. The Bishop spoke of a growing 
disrespect not only among the illiterate 
classes, but among the educated, for order 
and law, with increasing tendencies to- 
ward corruption, graft, and fraud, and 
the cheapening of human life, with vari- 
ous crimes.”’ 

Bishop Greer also pointed out that the 
22,000 men killed during the three years 
of the Boer war were more than equaled 
by homicides in America during the same 
period. The number of murders in the 
United States during those three years 
was 81,000. 

DR. BUTLERS VIEWS. 

Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler, President 
of Columbia University, has dryly declined 
to be a Director of the Equitable Life 
Assurance Society— with every desire 
to help in restoring confidence to tens of 
thousands of policy holders.“ 

In a public speech Dr. Butler says the 
integrfty of the country is menaced and 
“ reputations are melting like snow before 
the sun of publicity.“ 

“ Right and wrong.“ Dr. Butler con- 
eluded, have given way to the subtler 
distinction between honest, law-honest, 
and dishonest.“ 

Inquiries in London yesterday by a 
‘Daily Mail representative hardly bear out 
the reported lack of confidence in Ameri- 
eas finanelal probity. A few months 
ago it was undoubtedly true that some 
distrust was caused by the statements. 
made in the investigation’ into the man- 
agement of two of the chief insurance com- 

panies of the United States—the Equita- 
ble and the New York Life. Many people 
then went 80 far as to take up the sur- 
render value of their policies effected 
with American companies.

Why Access to the Transfer Books of 
Large Corporations Is Some- 
times Sought.

The holder of two shares of the stock 
of a corporation succeeded 
a few days ago in obtaining a writ of 
1 mandamus giving him the right to in- 
spect the company’s books for the pur- 
pose of taking a list of the stockholders. 
All large corporations make it a point to 
oppose an application, for this privilege, 
owing to the experience that in a major- | 
ity of instances it is likely to be abused. 

The business of méfchandizing in names 
plays an important part in the machinery 
of Wall Street. There is always a ready 
market for a list of good names. The 
value of a list is determined not only by 
its length, but by various qualities adapt- 
ing it to the uses for which it is offered, 
An exclusive list is much more valuable 
than one which ie in general circulation. 
A. list that would be valuable to a specu- 
lative house might be of little or no value 
to a-house desiring to enlarge its audi- 
ence among investors. A strong list of 
investors’ names is a more valuable asset 
than any outsider could believe. There 
are only a few such lists on the market, 
and they could not be bought, or even 
seen, except by prospective purchasers 
of the highest integrity and reputation, 
They are kept in safety deposit vaults, 
and are jealously guarded. A new bank- 
ing house, on beginning business, would 
have to procure such a list to start with. 
In the course of a few years’ business it 
would develop a list of its own, and have 
then an exclusive asset. 

The market for investors’ names is 
somewhat limited. The merchandising is 
chiefly in speculative names, and for such 
lists there is always an active market. 
Lists of doubtful value-are being constant- 


ly hawked through Wall Street, and unless 


the buyer is wide awake he is likely to 
buy a lot of “ stale” names which have 
been worked over and over and are un- 
productiye, A fresh and unworked list 
of speculative names is something that 
does not need to be hawked. The vendor 
does not have to go far with his goods 
if he offers the list in the right way. 

It does not necessarily detract from the 
value of a list of speculatiye names that 
the persons on it have been unfortunate 
in their last speculations. After the col- 
lapse of one of the most notorious swin- 
perpetrated in Wall 
Street a shrewd dealer in names placed 
a few advertisements calling upon those 
who had been swindled to send him their 
names and addresses. The impression 
he conveyed was that steps would be 
taken to recover some of the money that 
had been lost. All that the advertiser 
wanted was the names. He got thousands 


of names which he sold at once in Wall 
Street for $5,000. Then he went to Chi- 
cago and sold the same list there for a 
like sum, He sold it once or twice more 
and netted about $15,000 on the venture. 
The buyers of this list were under no u- 
sions concerning its origin. The value 
of the list to them lay in the fact that it 
put them in touch with thousands of the 
most credulous persons in the country 
Promoters of mining stock schemes and 
bucket shop operators are large buyers 
of new names. The failure of a big 
bucket shop invariably leaves in the 
hands of some employe a list of names 
on which he is able to realize a few thou- 
sand dollars very quickly. There have 
been some lists in circulation among pro- 
moters so complete as to show opposite 
each name the various schemes in which 
the prospective dupe had already lost 
money, the particular kind of speculation 
that had always appealed to him, the 
probable extent to which he could be in- 
terested in a new venture, otherwise his 
resources, and other details bearing upon 
his credulity. 
Somebody owning one or two shares of a 
stock is constantly trying to gain access 
to the transfer books of large corpora- 
tions for the purpose of getting names. 
If the ‘privilege were indiscriminately 
granted, the compiling of such lists would 


tect them from the endless solicitation 
that would follow the placing of their 
names in the hands of Wall Street pro- 
moters and swindlers, <A list of the 
United States Steel Corporation’s stock- 
holders’ would be a pretty prize for a 
dealer in names, and M the holder of two 
shares of United States Steel common 
could establish a legal right to copy the 
list from the transfer books he would 
gladly enough pay $75 for the necessary 
stock and clerical fees for the transcrip- 


tion. In oppesing those who would in 


this way posséss themselves of valuable 
lists of names the corporations expose 
themselves to the suspicion that they are 
trying to hide something, whereas, in 
most cases, it is only because they dis- 
trust the motive behind the 
that they seek to withhold the privilege.

The attempt of President McCurdy of 
the Mutual Life Insurance Company at & 
recent session of the Insurance Investi- 
gating Committee to justify his high sal- 
ary by the amount of the Mutual's assets, 
of which he is the official guardian, raised 
an interesting question: Ought salaries 
of corporation officials to be governed 
dy the amount of the company’s assets 


or by the work performed by the official? 
In connection with Mr. McCurdy’s en- 


tention the statement was made by nis 
counsel that the Mutual's assets were 
greater than those- of the three great 
banks of Europe combined, This mis- 
statement was later corrected, but it gave 
an opportunity to Mr. Hughes to set 
forth the salaries of the chief executive 
officers of two of those institutions. The 
samry of the Director of the Bank of 
England, it was pointed out, was $10,000 
a year, and that of the President of the 
Imperial German Bank 80,000 marks, or 
$7,500, These salaries, in juxtaposition to 
Mr. McCurdy’s $150,000, seem very small 
indeed. 

The salaries of the Presidents of other 
important institutions and corporations 
‘vary greatly, of course, though few, if 
any, equal that of the President of the 
Mutual Life. The Presidents of even the 
largest banks, so far as is known, receive 
but a fraction of that salary, and indus- 
trial companies, the assets of which ex- 
ceed those of the Mutual, pay much less 
to their Presidents than the amount con- 
sidered by Mr, McCurdy as a fair com- 
pensation for his work fn behalf * the 
Mutual. 

The Standard On „ the giant 
among the trusts, pays relatively modest 
salaries to its officers and trustees. Mr. 
John D. Rockefelleg as President of the 
company and Chairman of the Executive 
Committee, receives a salary of $30,000 a 
year and the other trustees receive $25,000 
each. The salary of the President of the 
United States Steel Corporation is said 
to be $75,000 a year. The assets of both 
the Steel Corporation and of the Standard 
Ou Company, the latter as indicated by 
the price of its stock, are considerably 
larger than the $440,000,000 assets of the 
Mutual Life.

to assets were put into universal effect 
some very curious results would be 
reached. What under those conditions
